2. (Previously Presented) The immimoadjuvant according to claim 1, wherein the 
tissue or the cell is a human tumor tissue and/or a tumor cell. 

3. (Currently Amended) The immunoadjuvant according to claim 1, wherein the 
solidified mat e rial sel e ct e d from the group consistuig of a chemically fixed tissue and or a 
cell of an animal including a human and an ingr e dient thereof is a formalin-fixed tissue 
and/or a formalin-fixed cell.

6. (Cxirrently Amended) A method for producing an immunoadjuvant, which 
comprises th e st e ps of : 

(a) washing a fragment prepared from a solidified material sel e cted from the group 
consisting of a chemically fixed tissue and^ or cell of an animal including a human and 
an ingr e dient thereof with an organic solvent and/or hot water to r e mov e a solubl e 
ingredient to remove soluble ingredients not chemically fixed to the tissue or cell : and 

(b) immobilizing a at least one soluble ingredient derived obtained from a microorganism 
Mycobacterium bovis BCG on the fragment obtained in the step (a).

(Currently Amended) The immunoadjuvant according to 44 claim 1, wherein 
the soluble ingredient derived from a microorganism consists of at lea s t on e kind of an 
e xtract selected from th e group consisting of an alcohol e xtract, an acetone e xtract, a 
pyridine extract, and a hot water extract fragment prepared from a chemically fixed tissue 
or cell is washed with an organic solvent and/or hot water to remove components not 
crosslinked bv chemical fixation .
